I  use  every 
ounce  of  energy  I  have  left  to  keep 
my  eyes  open.  The  Montgomery  Bus 
Boycott,  the    I  Have  A  Dream'' 
Speech  —  what  a  remarkable  man. 
Just  as  the  weight  of  my  eyelids 
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overcomes  ike  weight  of  my  will,  I 
hear  one  sentence  which  draws  me 
out  of  my  semi- conscious  state: 
"There  can  never  be  disappointment 
without  love.  "  In  a  matter  of 
seconds,  my  fatigued  and  slightly 
deluded  mind  had  arrived  at  ike 
conclusion  that  this  was  one  of  the 
greatest  truths  in  the  realm  of  ike 
human  experience.  I  laughed  softly 
to  myself  and  waited  anxiously  for 
my  3'-00  free.
